Directions by the Speaker under the Buies of Procedure of Lok Sabha 

In pursuance of rule 401 of the Rules of Procedure and Conduct 
of Business in Lok Sabha (Fourth Edition), the Speaker has Issued 
the following direction; — 

“102A. (1) If a private member desires to lay a paper Laying ot 
or document on the Table of the House, he shall Vapcts by 
supply a copy thereof to the Speaker in advance privato 
so as to enable him to decide whether permis- 
Sion should be given to lay the paper or docu¬ 
ment on the Table. If the Speaker permits the 
member to lay the paper or document on the 
Table, the member may at the appropriate time 
lay it on the Table. 

(2) (i) If in the course of his speech, a member 
wishes to lay a paper or document on the Table 
without previously supplying a copy thereof to 
the Speaker, he may hand it over at the Table 
but it will not be deemed to have been laid on 
the Table tmless the Speaker, after examination, 
accords the necessary permission. 
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(ii) If the Speaker does not accord the neces¬ 
sary permission, the paper or document will be 
returned to the member and the fact indicated 
in the printed debates.”
